For the first issue of 2003, we shall take a 
look at some important literary terms or devices that will help you 
to understand your literature texts. These literary devices are found 


Metaphor 


A metaphor is an indirect form of 
comparison which means to say that 


one thing is another. 


For example: 

my love is a red, red rose (to compare 
a person’s love to a beautiful red rose 
that has just bloomed) 


My fingers are ice. 
(to say that a person’s fingers are 


extremely cold like ice.) 


in poems, short stories as well the novel. 


Similes are simpler forms of 
comparison that a writer makes 
between two things using the words 


as or like. 


For example: 


my love is like a red, red rose 


My fingers are as cold as ice/ My 


fingers are like ice 


My heart is singing like a bird 


ITERATURE COMPONENT 


Personification means giving human or life- like qualities to non- human beings 


/ objects. In other words, speaking of a thing as if it were a person. 


For example: 


The daffodils danced in the wind ~w* 


The sun smiled down at me 


In the first example, the daffodils are described to be ‘dancing in the wind’ to 
picture the flowers moving: about as the strong wind is blowing. In the second 


example, the sun is ‘smiling down at me’

Irony means saying the opposite of what one actually means. 
For example; 
Lovely weather we’re having (when it is rainy or stormy)

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Euphenism is an inoffensive word or 
expression which is used in place for 
a word that is thought to be offensive 
or taboo such as death. 


For example: to pass away (to die) 


Dark parade (funeral procession) 


Symbol 


Symbols are anything that can 
represent something else. 


Examples: 
Key 


— symbol of freedom 


Light — symbol of direction/ 
guidance in life 


Rose — symbol of beauty 


White — symbol of peace, purity 


_ Imagery 


Imagery are words that create 
colourful images in the reader’s mind 
to appeal to the sense of sight, sound, 
smell, taste or touch. 


Examples: 


A sea of pale gold and purple wild 
flowers danced joyously 
(sense of sight) 


The bird bit an angle worm and ate 
it raw (sense of taste) 


I felt the rush of the glorious waves 
as I lay by the shore 
(sense of touch) 


The sweet smell of fresh ros 
the air (sense of smell) 


Well, these are some of the important literary terms that you need to be familiar 
with. They will also help you to read and understand your poems, short stories 
and novels better. Now, can you look for examples of the devices mentioned 
above in your Literature text book? I’m sure you will find lots of them in 
either in the poems, short stories or the novel. Have fun and enjoy reading

The apostrophe has three uses. 

1. It is used to indicate ownership. 

2. It is used in contractions. 

3. It also used to form plurals of letters and 
numbers. 


Apostrophes to indicate ownership 


Add ’s to the singular form of the word. 
Example: | 
Nizam’s bicycle. (the bicycle owned by Nizam) 


What if the singular word ends in -s? 
You still add ’s. 
Example: Haris’s hand 


However, some people prefer to add only the 
apostrophe, without the final -s to avoid awkward 
sounds. 

Example: Haris’ hand 


It is up to you but the first way is less confusing. 
Add ’s to the plural forms that do not end in -s. 
Example: The children’s playground. 


Add ’ to the end of plural nouns that end in -s: 
Example: My two sisters’ boyfriends 


Add ’s to the end of compound words: 
Example: My brother-in-law’s car 


Add ’s to the last noun to show joint possession of an 
object: 
Example: Taib and Julia’s house. 


Apostrophes used in contractions 


A contraction is a word in which one or more letters 
have been omitted. To show this omission an 
apostrophe is used. The apostrophe is placed where 
the omitted letter(s) would go. 

Examples: 

don’t = do not 

V’m=lIam 

he’ll = he will 

who’s = who is 

shouldn’t = should not 

didn’t = did not 

°60 = 1960 


Apostrophes used to form plurals of 
letters and numbers 


To form the plural of a letter or number place the 
apostrophe and s (’s) after the letter or number. 


Examples: 
Shamin got seven A’s in his examination. 
There are four 8’s on on this ticket.

What are some of words and most overused cliches that people are tired 
of hearing? They include President Bush’s favoured words “make no 
mistake about it’, ‘weapons of mass destruction’, and ‘homeland security’. 

Others include words from the media such as ‘now, more than ever’ 
and ‘must see TV’. 

Overused cliches, wordy redundancies and hyperbolic phrases were 
compiled by the public relations staff at Lake Superior State University. 
The yearly compilation began in 1976. This year’s list of 23 worn-out 
words and phrases. 

Irritating words to hear were the overused ‘having said that’, ‘that 
said,” ‘one challenges after another in their lives’, ‘mental mistake’, frozen 
tundra, and ‘untimely death’.

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hat makes David Beckham world-famous? Is it the athletic, boyish 
blond good-looks? Or his extraordinary ability to score goals that 
leaves spectators breathless with excitement. Maybe. It could be 
his fame, wealth and that special irresistible appeal which spells 
‘star quality'. Also, being married to former Spice Girl, Victoria, 
makes him (and her, along with their two young sons) a hot topic in the media. 

Beckham is an extremely talented player. He scores goals from a very, very long 
distance - sometimes as far as 57 yards! He is best soccer player in England. He is 
Manchester United's biggest draw. 

David Robert Joseph Beckham was born May 2, 
1975, in Leytonstone, England. At an early age 
Beckham showed remarkable skills in football. His 
football idol was Bobby Charlton, a famous 
English footballer. A quiet shy boy, he wanted 
to be the best soccer player in the world. When 
Beckham was just 11 years, he won the 
Bobby Charlton Soccer Skills Award. 

In 1992, an opportunity as a substitute 
player revealed his great football talent. In 
1993, he was signed up as a professional 
Manchester United player. He played in his 
first Champions League game and contributed 
a goal to the team's final win. 

From 1996 onwards Beckham became known 
as an international player. He was also known to 
lose his temper sometimes whilst playing on the 
field. During the 1998 World Cup in France, 
Beckham kicked a player. As a result he was 
prevented from playing. His absence made England 
lose the game. His country was disappointed with him. 

In 1999, Beckham won another F.A. Cup, and 
FIFA's World Player of the Year. He also won other titles 
such as the Intercontinental Cup and an English league 
title that same year. 

Beckham redeemed himself in the eyes of English fans 
in a tense matchup with Argentina during the 
2002 World Cup when he converted a 
penalty kick that eventually gave England 
the victory. 

Talented, famous and rich, Beckham 
can't live like a normal family man. He, 
his wife and two sons live in a heavily — 
guarded home - for fear of kidnappers. His : . | ” me 
sons and wife have been the target of : : en 
kidnappers.

Know Your FATs 


The cat wonders if it’s fat... 


No, it doesn’t think so - but computers are. What? 
Computers have fats? Well, yes, not fats but FATs 
(File Allocation Tables). What's that you say? 


32 bits of FAT in me, 16 bits of FAT in you... 


In DOS (Drive/Disc Operating System) days - 
that’s old text-based computing (white text on 
black background) to those of you who were 
brought up in the Windows GUI (Graphical User 
Interface) era. Lots of fancy acronyms eh? Get 
used to it! The computing world is filled with it! 


Anyway, the hard disc drive (those fixed drives 
found inside your computer where Windows, pro- 
grammes, games, and your files are stored) 
needs a manager to handle all the files stored. 


This is done by the File Allocation Table - basi- 
cally, a table (not wood kind) that stores, or allo- 
cates, all the files stored on the drive in there. 


This table is stored in the beginning of the drive 
and is updated when new files are added or re- 
moved. There are always two copies of a FAT - 
one for backup in case the primary gets cor- 
rupted. You don’t have to do anything to man- 
age this FAT, the drive does it for you but it helps 
knowing the types of FATs (and other file sys- 
tems) out there. You may have to deal with them 
one day or in your lifetime, you never know... 
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So, tell me what FATs | have already? 


DOS uses FAT16, that’s basically 16-bit FAT. 
DOS, being a 16-bit OS (Operating System), can 
only handle 16-bit programmes and files. 16-bit 
is basically how files are managed, transferred 
and handled by the computer and processor. 


Windows 3 and its various incarnations (like ver- 
sion 3.11) still utilise 16-bit since it’s actually an 
environment, not operating system, that runs on 
top of DOS. Windows 95 (Windows version 4) 
was 32-bit, but still ran FAT16 due to the fact it 
had to maintain DOS together for compatibility 
reasons (many programmes and games still ran 
on DOS then and had not migrated to Windows 
environment yet). Windows 95 OSR 2 (Original 
Service Release 2), basically an updated Win- 
dows 95, also known as Windows 97, offered a 
utility to convert FAT16 to FAT32. Now you had 
an option to run on a fully 32-bit system - OS 
and drive storage system. Windows 98 came 
with FAT32 already and so did Windows 98 SE 
(Second Edition), once again an updated Win- 
dows 98. Windows ME (Millennium Edition) did 
not have DOS at the base prior to start-up and 
went straight into Windows, thus needing full 32- 
bit for FATs. Windows 2000 and Windows XP 
both support FAT32 as well in addition of NTFS. 


NTFS? What’s that? 


Good question. Windows NT (New Technology) 
was developed by Microsoft as a more stable 
platform using Windows environment for busi- 
ness and those needing less game support and 
for more heavy usage. It came out as NT 3 (and 
version 3.51) using interface of Windows 3.11 
until NT 4 came out, looking like Windows 95. 
NT 4 offered its own file system - NTFS. It did 
not support any other (like FAT32) and was lim- 
ited to users with need for Windows NT only. 
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Bummer... 


Yeah, it was. That’s why with Windows 2000 (NT 
version 5 actually), Microsoft made it support both 
FAT32 and NTFS. It became popular (much 
more than NT 4 ever did). With Windows XP 
(NT version 5.1 actually - XP is an enhanced 
Windows 2000), this was maintained. You could 
now use, write and read FAT32 as well as NTFS. 


So, what kind of FATs are these? 


NTFS (New Technology File System) is more 
secure, robust and stable than FAT32 and is 
therefore the better platform to use (it’s less vul- 
nerable to viruses designed mainly for the FAT32 
platform. The downside is that FAT32 systems 
cannot recognise NTFS files. Thus, it’s more of 
an upgrade move. If you’re upgrading your com- 
puter or installing XP, you’re better off going with 
NTFS than FAT32 - unless you plan to have Win- 
dows 98 SE or ME running on the same PC. 


Many people do this because XP is still new and 
NT systems (like Windows 2000 and XP) have 
problems running some older games or pro- 
grammes. So, they install Windows 98 SE or 
ME, then install Windows XP or 2000 and keep 
all as FAT32 so both the NT-based OS and FAT32 
OS can read all the files stored in. 


If you want to keep XP or 2000 in NTFS, you will 
have to install it on another drive in your PC, so, 
say drive C can be Windows ME in FAT32 while 
drive D has XP in NTFS. One drive can only hold 
one type of file system - you can easily partition 
it into two so each part holds one type of FAT. 


Another advantage of NTFS - it uses the small- 
est storage space per file. FAT32 uses more 
and FAT16 can easily gobble up huge space on 
a huge drive. ANTFS 50GB drive can hold much 
more data than a FAT16 can. This is due to the 
New Technology used to allocate files, as ex- 
pected, otherwise they won't call it NT, right?)

the Rings’. He

destroyed. Although actor Andy 
Serkis acted as the slimy 
character, Gollum is computer- 
generated. For the role Serkis had 
to wear a special white suit 
covered in dots, which pin- 
pointed the joints in his body for 
a computer. Gollum's face was 
based on Serkis' own muscle 
structure which the computer used 
to create the creature's facial 
expressions. 

The dots were fed through 
cameras to a computer with a 
computer-generated image of 
Gollum. Gollum talks in two 
different voices. Smeagal, the 
mild natured character. Gollum is 
the nasty creature he becomes. 

Like Gollum, a lot of 
characters in today's movies rely 
heavily on computer-generated 
images. Like Gollum it is difficult 
to tell whether the characters are 
animated...or real people. 

Some movies are entirely 
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computer-generated. For 
example, films like 'Shrek' and 
‘Final Fantasy’ are entirely derived 
from computers. 

Decades ago movies were not 
only without colour but had no 
sound or dialogue. The 1930s 
decade is known as the Golden 
Age of Hollywood. Then 70s 
brought movies like ‘Jaws’ and 
‘Star Wars’. 

The 80’s saw new technologies 
like digital sounds. Movies 
became more expensive to make, 
and actors demanded high salary 
for their performances. Julia 
Roberts, for example, commands 
up to US$20 million per film. Is 
it any surprise that film producers 
are rushing to produce movies 
without actors? 

The downside of making a 
movie without actors like ‘Final 
Fantasy’ is that it takes a long time 
to produce a movie. A typical 
Hollywood movie takes between 
9-15 months. ‘Final Fantasy’ took 
two years to simply create the 
HyperReal system. And since 
time is money, human actors will 
still be around. 

What else can you expect in

movie production? Well, they are 
experimenting with new 
technological innovations. 
Theaters are expected to get 
bigger and more interactive. 
IMAX (the company that makes 
those giant 80-foot-tall viewing 
screens you usually see in science 
museums) is now exploring ‘total 
immersion’. Motion simulators 
make you feel like you're taking 
a ride while you watch. Theater 
seats are equipped with hydraulic 
lifts that allow movement and 
rocking to go along with the 
events on screen.

Of the number, 
91.6% were from government 
schools, 4.1% from _ state 
government schools and other 
bodies, 4% from private schools 
and 0.3% were private candidates. 


Embrace Change 


Education Ministry Director- 
General Datuk Abdul Rafie Mahat 
urged teachers and parents to fully 
support changes in the education 
system. ‘We have to embrace 
change. I know there are many who 
are resisting this programme for 
fear that it may fail. However, we 
have to change our mindset to 
accept new approaches,’ he said. 

He added that every education 
system changes from time to time. 
'We want our children to benefit not 
only by being more proficient in 
English but also to make full use 
of technology. That is why we have 
incorporated ICT (information and 
communication technology) in the 
classroom,’ he said. 


Work ‘Together for Peace 


Prime Minister Datuk Seri Dr Mahathir Mohamad said 
Muslims and non-Muslims must work together for 
peace. He said this at a symposium called ‘Islam: 
Fostering Peace and Dialogue in an Interdependent 
World’ at the United Nations University in Japan last 
year. He said, the Palestine conflict had been 
misrepresented as a religious war. He said it was a 
territorial dispute resulting from the creation of Israel 
by taking Arab land. 

The Prime Minister said it was not Islam, as a 
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religion, that caused terrorism but the oppression, the 
humiliation and the abuses of the Muslims in the 
world. “The Muslims have been expelled from their 
homes and land, humiliated, bombed and killed with 
impunity. And the net result is anger, bitterness and 
frustration. The net result, simply stated, is their terror 
attacks’, he added. 

He said the world would never be able to foster 
peace and dialogue for as long as both sides of a dispute 
were set on seeking revenge.

The world community should 
practise religious understanding 
instead of using religion as a tool 
to divide the people, Prime Minister 
Datuk Seri Dr Mahathir Mohamad 
said.

A recent study says to be 'cool' today means 
‘loyalty, empathy and sensitivity towards others’.

How did all this thing about being cool 
Start? Ferrier says when Africans were first 
brought to America as slaves, they coped with 
the indignity of slavery by not showing their 
emotions. They showed defiance to their masters 
by maintaining a cool body language. 

The cool body language became 
fashionable when pop stars like Elvis Presley, 
James Dean and Marlon Brando in the 1950s 
copied it. 

Then in the 1960s, the hippies mixed 'being 


cool! with flower power, love, drugs and free sex. 


Punk rock moved next with 'being cool' as having 
‘being rebellious against authorities'. Then the 
kind of ‘defiant attitude started to take shoot 
among young Afro-Americans living in ghettos 
of the United States.
